Mr. de Broekert took up 
the matter with Mr, Campbell who 
in turn discussed {ft with the 
P.W.D, and resulted in their ‘re- 
questing us to write to the Police 
Traffic Department on September 
23, 1940. 

The letter read by Mr. Carman 
was as follows: “On an arrange- 
ment with the P.W.D. we have 
been drilling tunneis in several 
Places in the Colony. The ex- 
cavated material will be removed 
to Government quarries at North 
Point, Reclamation at North Point 
and reclamation at Kennedy 
Town, You will undirstand that 
this tunnel work proeecds as fast 
as possible and the disposal of 
broken earth and rock presents -a 
difficult problem particularly as 
the cost has to be kept ivw It 
will help to speed up work and 
decrease cost !f you will allow lor- 
Tles engaged by us for transpurta- 
tion to be loaded to their full 
capacity which Is; as a rule, high- 
er than the load licensed for, and 
we shall be obliged 1f you can give 
us the necessary permits to do so. 
Each Icrry engaged on the above 
work carries a permit issued by 
the Board Engineer, P.W.D., to 
dump at elther Kennedy Town or 
North Point Reclamation and so 
forth.” 

POLICE PERMISSION 

The Chairman: Have you recelv- 
ed a reply from the Police Depart- 
ment? - Yes. We received a reply 
under date of September 26, 1940, 
advising us that they would per- 
mit overloading to the extent of 
§0 per cent. on the lower levels. 
The letter was signed by Mr. Bid- 
mead, for the then Acting Com-

inoculation ‘of tunnel workers. 
We informed Myr. Campbell that 
our tunnel workers should be inv- 
culated against cholera. The 
P.W.D. took the matter up with 
the Medical Department, who 
stated that they could not send 
fmedical . officers to the sites but 
they would be glad to inoculate 
our ‘workmen at yarlous Govern- 
ment inoculation centres in the 
Colony. This was impossible for 
many of the men objected to. the 
inoculation. Secondly, it~ would 
take them away from their work 
and hinder the p.ogress of driv- 
Ing. It was also impossible for us 
to round up all the workmen ana 
take them to the various centres. 
Therefore, I took the matter up 
with Mr. Pearce andtold him that 
1 owas very much concerned ‘over 
the cholera epidemic. It” was re- 
ported that one of our workmen 
had died and the Medical Depart- 
ment might close down certain 
sections of the tunnels. After dis- 
cussions between the Medical De- 
partment and myself it was agreed 
that they would supply the vac- 
cine if we woulé employ our own 
doctors. Mr. Pearce was told of 
this and he gave authority to have 
the men inoculated. They were 
subsequently inoculated as they 
received their pay. 

The Chairman: The Medical De- 
partment could not send officers 
to the sites to inoculate the work- 
men and that 1s why you had to 
employ outside doctors to do it?— 
Yes. 

Mr. Carman: Another question 
asked was whether an item of 
$3,270.53, International Assurance 
Company. was for the whole year. 
Insurance premium Is figured on a 
number of men employed and that 
varies from time to time. The 
sum of $3,270.53 represents the 
amount of insurance paid during 
the six months from December,
